She Was Given Midnight Treatment 
by Mrs.- Stetson, She Declares— 


Relatos Dreadful Experience Which 
She Underwent at Her Home- 


Reading Testament Relieved Agony.- 


.Boston. Nov. 12.—That Mrs. Au-i 


gusta B. Stetson, deposed leader of 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist; 
of New York, threw upon her 
thf: 


"death thought" in the form of an Icy 
blast which was luminous with faces 
of the dead and through which she 
could see the eyes of Mrs. Stetson, 
was the formal accusation made bu- 
fore the trustees of the mother church 
In Boston last July by Mrs. Maude K. 
Babcock, former student and follow 
practitioner of Mrs. Stetson. 


This accusation is tho most as- 


tounding revelation^ that has 
been 


made In connection with the contro- 
versy that resulted In Mrs. Stetson's 
deposition from the Ne.w York church 
following charges of Improper prac- 
tice. 
. 


She declared that the "death treat- 


ment" was glvsn her hy Mrs. Stetson 
after she had impoverished herself by 
gifts to tlio New York Christian Sci- 
ence church-. She says the last $10,- 
000 of her independent fortune sho 
gave toward the organ In 
the New 


York church and that two years ago 
by reason of her gifts she was driven 
to secure 'employment in a New York 
department store. She went without 
food on one occasion for four days lo- 
calise Mrs. Stetson would give her no 
money. 


Mrs. 
Babcock came to Boston at the 


request of Archibald 
McLellan 
and 


John V. Dittemore, trustees of Ihe 
mother church, to whom she had ra- 
lated her story In New York. She re- 
peated her accusations here and says 
that at tho end of her recital two of 
the trustees of the"mother church wore 
weeping. 


Mrs. Babcock declares 
that 
Ihe 


"death treatment" was given her at 
midnight, Feb. 13, 1903. It came af- 
ter she had given the last of her prcp- 
e'rly to Mrs. Stetson, sho declared. 
She had even given Mrs. Stetson the 
deed to her house. 


"I went up to her and put my ar::ic 


around her neck. 
'I love you, Jlrs. 


Stetson,' I said,,'Kim the most faith- 
ful of your students and I urge you to 
give up the idea of leadership.' We 
went down the hall of her home with 
our arms around each other and I said 
good-by, leaving tho deed to my homo 
in her possession. 
That was the af- 


ternoon of Feb. 13, 1903. 


"That night In Ccdarhurst, L. I., 


at midnight, I got the death treat- 
ment."

Then follows Mrs. Babcock's de- 


scription of the dreadful experience. 
She said: 


"At midnight I was awakened by nn 


icy blast sweeping through the win- 
dows. My teeth chattered. 
My heart 


fluttered. 
Luminous

the dead. 
I felt like a mnn being 


electrocuted. 
It seemed indeed that 


my soul went from my body; that 1

And in this hour of agony I saw Mrs. 
Stetson's blue eyes all

"Staggering to the bathroom, 1 drew 


a tail) of steaming hot water and got 
into it, but 1 could not fee! the tera- 
licrature of Ihe water. 
I was as cold 


in it as during the first moment when 
the Icy blast of the death treatment 
enveloped me. I was wrestling, 'not 
against Ilesh and blood, but against 
>riiicipalltics, against powers, against 
.he 'rulers of the darkness 
of

world, against spiritual wickedness iu 
ligh places.' 


"As I sat there my husband stag- 


gered up the stairs and into my room. 


"'My God,' he exclaimed, 'what had 


lappened to me.

When 
it broke the frcu/.y of the mob was 
uncontrollable and they fired volley 
nflcr volley Into James' body, shoot- 
ing him to pieces. 


The mob then dragged the corpse 


through the main streets for more 
than a mile, to Twenty-sixth and Eim 
streets, and burned it where the mur- 
der was committed. 
At least 10,000 


people wilnessed the lynching. 


James was found with Sheriff Dnvla 


between Knrnitk, Ills., and IJelknaij 
by the Cairo crowd who wont un yen 
tcrday afternoon. 
The mob overpow- 


ered I he otlleers and took the negro 
from them, and after a talk it was de- 
cided to bring the prisoner hack to 
this city and lynch him. 


The mob which chased tho sheriff 


ami tho negro was HO large that It 
Hcoured tho entire country from Kar- 
nak to Vienna, Ills,, a distance ol 
sixteen miles. 


When found by the mob the ncp;r£i 


was handcuffed between two officers, 
and all three wore lying on the bank 
of a crook. 


All three were so weak from him 


ser, exposure and the futile attempt to 
elude the mob that, they were not abln 
to make much resistance. 


Sheriff Davis said that he deplored 


the lynching. 
He made every -pos- 


sible resistance In his power, but tb 
crowd was so large that ho could do 
absolutely nothing.

MICE PRODUCE PLAGUES. 


How to Stop Their Ravages of Crops 


and. Orchards. 


The annual damage caused by field 


mice to crops, nurseries-and orchards 
In tbe United States has been estimat- 
ed by tbe agricultural department at 
over $3,000.000. There are fifty spe- 
cies of mice. 


With few exceptions the short tailed 


Deld mice are readily distinguishable 
from.other mice by their stout, chunky 
bodies, short legs, short, round tails, 
blunt muzzles, short ears and rather 
small eyes. The species shown-In. the 
cut are dark brownish or grayish 
browu lu color and considerably larger 
and heavier than the common house 
mouse. 
,

They 
live almost everywhere 
in 


damp meadows, where their presence 
may be detected among the grass and 
weeds by small, well defined, crooked 
trails, along which at Intervals are 
little heaps of fresh grass or other 
herbage. 
In alfalfa, or clover fields 


their numerous- burrows are usually 
in colonies. 
As, a; rule, .they appear 


first along . ditches "or ,about damp 
areas, where dead plants are almost 
certain evidence of their -work. 


In the past many methods of de- 


stroying field mice have been tried, 
yet the records describe no Instance 
in which well established plagues have 
been successfully suppressed. Falling 
to recognize tbe early stage of the 
plague, the people lu stricken dis- 
tricts did not Usually adopt vigor- 


ous

measures until after tbe flelda 


were swarming with mice. 'The fail- 


ure, 
then, has been due partly to lack 


of co-operation and partly to lack of 
knowledge of quick, cheap and effec- 
tive . measures, 
Without witnessing 


such a plague one can hardly form a 
conception of the almost Incredible 
numbers of mice and of tbe magni- 
tude of the task of destroying them.. 


Among meihods of little value which 


have been tried In other countries to 
rid the laud of these scourges are roll- 
Ing the land with heavy cylinders, 
trampling It by cavalry or by droves 
of sheep, liberating large numbers of 
cats and injecting water, steam or suf- 
focating gases into the mouse bur- 
rows. Many measures practicable on a 
small scale or of. value In the early 
stages are entirely Inadequate for the 
suppression of well established plagues, 
particularly where farms are as large 
as in tbe United States. Among such 
methods are digging trenches or pit- 
falls wider at the bottom than at the 
top. into which, the mice fall; killing 
by means of traps, clubs or dogs, burn- 
ing off the herbage In Infested areas 
and Hooding the fields. The elimina- 
tion of these leaves as methods gener- 
ally applicable for suppressing plagues 
only two, the employment of disease 
and poisoning.

Uty'of water after a uieal for the slm- 
ylo' reason ithat the water will wash 
the ;food put; of the stomach before, 
stomach digestion has taken place, and 
the food will not be well prepared for 
absorption, and, besides, it is sometimes 
Ibe cause'of colic.- 


There is a popular Idea that a warm 


horse should not be allowed to drink, 
and, unlike a' great many other popu- 
lar ideas, tbere is a little truth in It. 
If, you water a warm horse in the or- 
dinary way, letting him drink all that 
he will, you are likely to have a foun- 
dered horse'on your hands. This la 
especially BO if at ike.(line the horse is 
fatigued. 
Nevertheless it Is always 


safe to allow him from six lo ten swal- 
lows, no mutter bow warm he is. If 
this be given on going into tbe slablo 
and he be allowed to stand and cat 
hay for an hour and is then offered 
water be .will not drink nearly so much 
as.he would had none been given be- 
fore.
